The "New Orleans States," a New Orleans daily newspaper 
in its' issue of January 30, 1956, carried an article on 
Page 7, Columns 1 and 2, entitled "Form La. Citizens Council 
to Fight for Segregation," which stated, "Louisiana segregation 
forces today announced a statewide organization 'to protect and 
preserve, hy all legal means, our historical southern social 
traditions in all of their aspects.’ 

The article reported that State Senator W, M/TtAINACH 
of Summerfield, chairman of the legislative segregation committee, 
is first prestdent of the Association of Citizens Councils of 
Louisiana. RAINACH was quoted as saying that his group planned 
no campaign of economic pressure against Negro groups, at present. 
RAINACH stated, "We think we can achieve our objectives entirely 
within the law." RAINACH was further reported to have stated 
that the statewide group would furnish leadership, assistance 
and information to the local councils, but exercise no control. 

It would be largely a coordinating group. 

The article further reported that RAINACH had stated 
that the eventual aim of the organization would be to force 
amendment to the U. S. Constitution. 

"1. ’ So minority groups cannot elect a president of 

the United States and control his policies.' 

"2. ' To spell out expressly that the states have 

sovereign right to regulate education, health, 
morals and general welfare in fields not specifically 
related to the federal government. ' " 

RAINACH pointed out that the Citizens' Councils were 
open groups, not secret as some of the other pro-segregation 
groups in Louisiana, but that his group would be happy to work 
with any of the others toward the same end. 

On March 19, 1956, Mr. J. C. GLAZE, Head of the 
Corporation Section, Office of the Secretary of State, Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, furnished SA VON PERRY HEATHERLY a photostatic 
copy of the Articles of Incorporation of the Association of 
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.Citizens' Councils of Louisiana, which is set forth as follows: 

"ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 

"BE IT KNOWN, that on this the 27th day of January, 1956, 
before me SARGENT PITCHER, JR., a Notary Public in and for the 
Parish of East Baton Rouge, State of Louisiana, duly commissioned 
and qualified, personally came and appeared the several persons 
hereinafter named and undersigned, all of full age and resi- 
dents of the State of Louisiana. 

"Who, in the presence of the undersigned competent 
witnesses, declare that, availing themselves of the provisions 
of the Laws of the State of Louisiana, relating to non-profit 
corporations, they do hereby organize a non-profit corporation 
as defined in R. S. 12:101 (H) under and in accordance with 
these articles of incorporation. 

"ARTICLE I. 

"The name of the said corporation is the Association of 
Citizens Councils of Louisiana. 

"ARTICLE II. 

"The objects and purposes for which this corporation is 
formed are as follows, to-wit:

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'•the United States; to instruct them as to their duties and 
responsibilities, as well as their rights and liberties as 
citizens of the State of Louisiana ana the United States; to 
encourage them in their efforts in the protection and preserva- 
tion of our American way of life; to reveal the true basic 
elements of Socialism and Communism so as to fortify them to 
reject the assault which is constantly being waged upon our 
institutions by the Socialistic and Communistic forces in this 
country. 


n 5) To render all assistance possible toward the 
formation of local Citizens Councils in the parishes, cities 
and communities throughout the State of Louisiana, or to any 
other organization In this state seeking to obtain the 
objectives set forth herein. , 

”6) To coordinate the activitiejs and efforts of all 
Citizens Councils and other organization^ and individuals of 
similar purpose throughout the state, and to render all 
assistance to them toward the achievement of any common goal; 
provided, however, that nothing in this article shall be 
construed to mean that this association shall have any 
supervisory capacity or exercise any control over the various 
local Citizens Councils or other organizations or individuals, 
it being distinctly understood that each Citizens Council or 
other organization shall be an independent organization, sub- 
ject only to its own charter and by-laws, and being responsible 
only for its own actions and not for the actions of this 
association or of other similar Citizens Councils. 

”7) To serve as a clearing house for the dissemination 
of information to all Citizens Councils, to other organizations 
or individuals seeking to obtain the objectives set forth herein, 
and to the public, through all media of communication, including 
the press, radio, and television. 

”8) To act as a coordinating unit with similar organiza- 
tions of other states In furthering the common objectives set 
forth in this charter and in the charters of such organizations 
In other states. 

"9) To employ any person or persons that the Board of 
Directors may deem necessary to carry on the objectives of 
this organization, at salaries to be fixed by the Board of 
Directors . 
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'’10) To raise funds in any legal manner to support the 
objectives of this organization and of the various Citizens 
Councils throughout the state , and to disburse these funds 
as the Board of Directors may direct.

Columns 4 and 6, entitled "RAXNACH Scores Ruling of Court," in 
which it was reported that State Senator W. M. RAINACH, 

Summerfield, Louisiana, president of the pro-segregation 
Louisiana Association of Citizens Councils, Inc., described 
action by the three-judge federal court as "a sorry spectacle." 
RAINACH was quoted as saying; 

"John Marshall said, ’To usurp that which is not given 
would be treason to the constitution . ' 

"The great chief justice was speaking of 'ungranted power’ 
assumed by the supreme court of the United States. 

« 

"When the supr^n^^^^^lianded down its 'black Monday' 
decision on segregation, it usurped powers not granted to the 
court by the constitution. 

"In the words of John Marshall, the segregation decision 
was treason to the constitution of the. United States. 

"Unfortunately, the segregation decision is not the only 
incidence of deliberate usurpation of unconstitutional power by 
the federal courts. 

"The three Judges that sat in the Orleans case each took 
an oath of office to uphold the constitution of the United States, 
not an oath to uphold the palpably unconstitutional decision of the 
supreme court Justices.

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"Two of the Judges in the Orleans case are native sons 
of ' the' South'. a sorry spectacle when a Southerner joins" 

tfiesuprerae court' in undermining the constitution of the United 
States and in plungin g his own state into sorrow and strife. 

"These two judges did this deliberately, knowing well 
that in any case other than an NAACP case, the plaintiff’s 
petition would have been thrown out of court because of numerous 
failures to comply with procedural law. 

"They ruled against their own state in the face of massive 
evidence that such a ruling would plunge the white school children 
of Louisiana into moral and intellectual chaos, and would seriously 
Jeopardize their health. 

"The fact that they put no deadline on their decree in no 
wise mitigates the heinous nature of the act they have committed. 

"The battle is Just Joined. The people of Louisiana will 
not integrate. We serve notice that we organize from the grass 
roots to the skyscrapers. 

"Moves will be met with counter moves, decrees with laws, 
and political court decisions with political strategy. There 
will be no compromise. We will fight and fight until we have 
finally won." 


The "Shreveport Times," a Shreveport daily newspaper 
in its issue of February 24, 1956, carried an article on 
Page 1, Column 2, reporting that Governor MARVIN GRIFFIN of 
Georgia had addressed a mass meeting apbttsbfed by the Shreveport 
Citizens Council at the Byrd High School Auditorium in Shreve- 
port on the preceding night. The article reported that Governor 
GRIFFIN and his party were met at the airport by Louisiana 
segregation leader Senator WILLIE PV^IAINACH, Representative 
JOHN O^GARRETT of Claiborne Parish, W. M. SHAW, Executive 
Secretary ' of the State Citizens Council, and a number of other 
local and state officials and segregation leaders. 

The "New Orleans States," a New Orleans daily newspaper 
in its issue of March 13, 1956, carried an article on Page 7, 
Column 2, reporting that the Greater Qentilly Civic Council had 
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adopted a'resolution approving the Louisiana Citizens Councils 
and asking for an act of interposition in this state. The 
Louisiana Citizens Councils were lauded by the Greater Gentilly 
Citizens Council as being led by the "most responsible leaders 
of the community" and their principles were endorsed by the council. 

The "Time s -Picayune, " a New Orleans daily newspaper 
in its issue of March 26, 1956, carried an article on Page 38 , 
Columns l-ittid 2, entitled "Citizen Councils Announce La. Legis- 
lative Program, " which is set forth as follows 2 

"SHREVEPORT, March 25 - 

"Louisiana’s Association of Citizens Councils will ask the State 
Legislature to enact legislation directing state and school 
officials not to comply with the US supreme court’s decision 
against school segregation under penalty of fine, imprisonment or 
removal from office. 

"This is one phase of a legislative program approved by the 
association's directors and designed to preserve segregation in , v 
Louisiana public schools. The program was embodied in a resolution 
made public here' Sunday by HEBERT G„ CHANDLER, secretary of the 
state organization. 

"The resolution proposes that the Legislature shift to . 
of Louisiana the responsibility for non-compliance if any state’ 
or school officials is cited by a federal court for refusal to 
integrate schools. 

"Also, the resolution urges the Legislature to approve 'inter- 
position' as the 'first order of business' when it convenes in 
May. Interposition occurs when a state plaee&aadM&lf between its 
people and the federal government, contending an act of the 
federal government is contrary to the federal constitution. 

"A second resolution approved by the directors, also announced 
Sunday, was directed at the board of supervisors of Louisiana 
State university and criticized the board for refusing to 
reaffirm segregation in LSU authletics. The resolution called 
on the board to uphold the ’ traditional racial policy' under 
which LSU has operated in the past. 

"State Sen. Willie'^ainach of Summerfield, president of the state 
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"association of Citizens Councils and leader in the Legislature of 
the state's efforts to preserve school segregation, said Sunday 
he believes the Legislature will give overwhelming approval 
* to the resolution. 

"Copies of the resolution dealing with needed segregation legisla- 
tion will be mailed Monday to every member of the Legislature, 
to Gov. Robert F. Kennon and Gov. -designate Earl K. Long. 

A copy of the resolution relating to LSU will be sent to each 
member of the LSU board of supervisors. " 


The "Monroe News-Star," a Monroe, Louisiana, newspaper, 
in its issue of March 22, 1956 carried an article on Page 6 A, 
Columns 3 and 4, in which it was reported that the initial 
meeting of the Oak Grove Citizens Council had been held on the 
preceding Friday where JOHN S. GARRETT, State Representative 
from Claiborne Parish, had been the principal speaker. The 
"Monroe News -Star" in its’ issue of March 22, 1956, carried an 
article on Page 5A, Column 3, in which it was reported that 
State Senator W. H. RAINACH of Summerfield, leader in the 
movement in the South to form the Citizens' Councils, would 
t . address a meeting to form a permanent organization in Arcadia, 
Louisiana, at 7*30 PM on Friday of that week. The article 
reported that a preliminary meeting had been held on the 
previous Friday night when a temporary organization was set up 
and that two attorneys of Homer, J. M. SHAW and FRANK DAUGHTERS?, 
were the speakers. 

The "Shreveport Journal," a Shreveport daily newspaper, 
in its issue of April 2, 1956, carried an article on Page 1, 
Column 4, which reported that an organizational meeting of the 
Bossier City Citizens' Council would be held at 7*30 PM, Monday, 
in the City Hall on Barksdale Blvd. The principal speaker 
was announced as State Representative JOHN S* GARRETT of 
Claiborne Parish, who is an officer in the Louisiana Associa- 
tion of Citizens Councils.

The "Shreveport Times," a Shreveport daily newspaper, 
in its issue of April 3> 1956, contained an article on Page 2A, 
Columns 5 , 6 and 7, which reported that on the previous night, 
a Bossier City Citizens Council had been formed and that . 

State Representative JOHN S, GARRETT of Claiborne Parish, 
an officer in the Louisiana Association of Citizens Council, 
had spoken urging organization of groups to fight "for the 
survival of the white race." It was reported that GARRETT 
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pointed out that the Citizens Council is not a Ku Klux'Klah, 

1 but is an open organization of good white people banded together to 
maintain segregation by legal and peaceful means. GARRETT, 

ECCOi Uauq . v whe article, urged the group to elect "good, 
conservative leaders and steer clear of radicals who would 
cast reflections against the organization." GARRETT was critical 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People, and described it as an organization thought up by 
the Communists, led by Communists and supported by Communists. 

The "Shreveport Journal" in its issue of April 4, 1956, 
carried an article on Page 10A, Column 6, reporting that the 
Arcadia Citizens Council had elected officers at a recent meeting 
where Senator W. M. RAINACH addressed the group and explained 
again the need of the organization, its aims and methods to be 
followed to maintain segregation in public schools. 

The "Shreveport Times" in its issue of April 5> 1956, 
carried an article on Page 5A, Column 1, reporting that an 
organizational meeting of the Choudrant Citizens Council had 
been held on the preceding night and that State Representative 
WILLIE RAINACH of Summerfield addressed the group. The 
article also reported that FRANK DOUGHERTY, a Homer attorney, 
spoke at the meeting and said that it was necessary for the 
\ South to wake up if it was to maintain the traditional 
segregation policies. 

The "Shreveport Times" issue of April 11, 1956, contained 
an article on Page 10A, Column 4, which reported that 
Senator WILLIE RAINACH of Summerfield, head of the state 
legislative committee on segregation, had been the main 
speaker at a meeting of the Benton Citizens Council at the 
Benton High School on the precedin g night .

”4) To teach the members of this corporation, other 
organizations and individuals seeking to obtain the objectives 
set forth herein, and the public the basic principles of 
government as set forth in the Constitution of the United States; 
to instruct them as to their duties and responsibilities, as 
well as their rights and liberties as citizens of the State of 
Louisiana and the United States ; to encourage them in their 
efforts in the protection and preservation of our American way 
of life; to reveal the true basic elements of Socialism and 
Communism so as to fortify them to reject the assault which is 
constantly being waged upon our institutions by the Socialistic 
and Communistic forces in this country. 

"5) To render all assistance possible toward the 
formation of local Citizens Councils In the parishes, cities 
and communities throughout the State of Louisiana, or to any 
other organization in this state seeking to obtain the objectives 
set forth herein. 
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”6) To coordinate the activities and efforts of all 
Citizens Councils and other organizations and individuals of 
similar purpose throughout the state, and to render all 
assistance to them toward the achievement of any common goal; 
provided, however, that nothing in this article shall he 
construed to mean that this association shall have any supervisory 
capacity or exercise any control over the various local Citizens 
Councils or other organizations or individuals, it being 
distinctly understood that each Citizens Council or other 
organization shall he an independent organization, subject only 
to its own charter and by-laws, and being responsible only 
for its own actions and not for the actions of this association 
or of other similar Citizens Councils. 

"7) To serve as a clearing house for the dissemina- 
tion of information to all Citizens Councils, to other 
organizations or individuals seeking to obtain the objectives 
set forth herein, and to the public, through all. media of 
communication, including the press, radio, and television. 

"8) To act as a coordinating unit with similar 
organizations of other states in furthering the common 
objectives set forth in this charter and in the charters of 
such organizations in other states. 

"9) To employ any person or persons that the Board of 
Directors may deem necessary to carry on the* objectives of 
this organization; -at salaries to be fixed by the Board of 
Directors . 

"10) To raise funds in any legal manner to support 
the objectives of this organization and of the various 
Citizens Councils throughout the state, and to disburse these 
f lands as the Board of Directors may direct. 

"11) To take, receive, hold, convey, mortgage, or 
assign any and all such real estate and/or personal property 
as may be necessary for the purposes of this corporation ; 

"12) And, in furtherance of these purposes, to do 
each and everything necessary that a non-profit corporation 
may legally do under the statutes of the State of Louisiana."

Investigation in all Citizens 9 Councils in Louisiana 
and the Southern District of Mississippi have failed t© reflect 
any infiltration, domination,- or association by the Kh Klux 
Klan or any other subversive organizations . Investigation 
has reflected that membership of the Citizens 9 Councils for 
the most part are comprised of the most prominent and in- 
fluential people in the localities who are primarily inter- 
ested in mint aiaing^.- racial 5:S«®r®gatlon. 

It is pointed out that practically all of the 
established sources who are normally contacted in these cases 
are in sympathy with the aims and purposes of the Citizens 9 
Councils; namely, the preservation @f the segregation of 
races; and in some instances these sources are actually 
members of the Citizens 9 Councils. 

In view of the publicity concerning investigations, 
and expressions by public officials and comments in news- 
paper editorials. Bureau advice -is requested as to whether 
this office should continue contacting "the usual sources" in 
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the Counties and Parishes 1 b which these Citizens’ Councils 
have been organized and are apparently in operation* As 
reflected in the reports, the identities of the officers of 
these organizations are known to the office, which have 
been obtained from public records and, of course, are checked 
through the office indices for any pertinent information* It 
is also noted that the identities of members of the Ku Klux 
KLan operating In this area are known and recorded in the 
office indices. 

To continue to investigate Citizens’ Councils, 
which is tantamount to the seeking of information concerning 
prominent individuals throughout the States of Louisiana and 
Mississippi, could result in adverse comments and response 
from tho various eoiEBunities affected, ©f course, if a 
Citizens ' Council or any member is alleged to have violated 
a Federal Law such as the Election Law Statutes, or any 
other Federal violation such as Civil Rights, then the 
investigation should be vigorously pursued. 

It would be most appreciated if the Bureau would 
advise this office at an early date as to what procedures 
should be followed.

No active investigations are being conducted by this 
Bureau concerning citizens councils as such in Louisiana; however, 
the activities of these organizations are being followed through 
contacts with established Sources. The above-mentioned articles 
indicate these protests appear to have originated primarily out 
of investigations ordered by the Department during the past six 
months regarding attempted disenfranchisement of Negroes in 
Bienville, Caldwell, DeSoto, Grant, Jackson, LaSalle, Lincoln, 
Ouachita, and Bapides Parishes. Due to the fact that many 
persons who are active in local affairs are also members of 
citizens councils, it was inevitable that the investigation 
of election law matters would result in interviews with or 
inquiries concerning persons who are members of citizens councils.

The "Shreveport Journal," Shreveport, Louisiana, in 
its December 7» 1956, issue, contained an article captioned 
"Republican Leader Intervenes - Allen Advises Citizens Refuse 
FBI interviews Unless Press Present." According to the article, 

L. Calhoun Allen, unsuccessful Candidate for Congress on the 
Republican ticket in the general election, declared that citizens 
called upon by FBI Agents for questioning in connection with e 
voter registration clean-up campaign should call for newspaper- 
men and attorneys immediately to sit in on the interviews. The 
artiel# revealed FBI Agents have been questioning citizens council 
members who have challenged any persons as being illegally 
registered voters under Louisiana law. Allen said he strongly 
opposed you and your assistant, Warren Qlney III, for intruding 
in Louisiana voting laws. Allen took issue with State 
Senator W. M. Rainach that the Department of Justice was attempting 
to build a black Republican Party in the South, claiming that, the 
Negro voters in Louisiana were registered Democrats, not % rff 
Republicans. Allen said the people of Louisiana should Welcome 
the FBI investigations as the people have nothing to fe*qri andr-can ? 
show that they were acting within the law. Allen stated fcEat the 
removal of unqualified Negro voters from the registratJi&g rolls ,

Stinson was quoted in the article as having stated 
the FBI had very little to do vhen it runs around like this 
when it has so many communists to be checking on and that if 
any FBI Agent wanted to interview him, he would refuse to be 
interviewed until he was shown why. He asserted the FBI had 
no right to Investigate an organization which has not been 
classified as subversive. 

"The Shreveport Times, " Shreveport, Louisiana, in its 
December 8, 1956, issue, contained an article captioned "Citizens 
Councils Urge Louisiana Solons Act to End Probe by FBI;" The 
article quoted several state representatives and state senators, 
as well as district attorneys, as urging the Congressional leaders 
in Louisiana and the entire South, with the backing of all the 
governors, to stop the usurpation of the state powers by the - 
Federal Government.

The "Shreveport Journal," in its December 8, 1956, 
issue, carried an article on its front page to the effect 
United States Representative Overton Brooks on that date wired 
you protesting FBI probing of citizens councils and calling for 
immediate cessation of the FBI's Investigation of citizens 
council members. The article revealed that public indignation 
is burning over the G-man probe. Representative Brooks offered 
to lead a delegation to Washington, D. C. , for the purpose of 
s topping Federal agencies from terrorizing the people and brow- ' 
beating the local lav enforcement officials. Representative Brooks 
stated that the Justice Department must quit treating this 
section ef the nation like a conquered province and must treat 
it like the coequal state it is. Representative Brooks further 
stated that the Federal Government must stay out of local 
politics, must stop trying to control registration and local n 

elections, and must cease investigations intended for the 
purpose of harassing citizens. The article revealed that 
Representative Brooks had urged United States Attorney T. Fitzhugh ‘ 
Wilson to immediately order the local FBI agencies to stop 
indiscriminate investigations of the people. Representative Brooks j 
stated the Justice Department is conducting extensive investiga- j 
tions without showing a definite motive and without laying a 
proper foundation for such activity. He labeled these inquiries 
as fishing excursions covering a vide area and stated they are 
being conducted without proper reason to believe violations -

have occurred. He stated the purpose of the Inquiries vets to < 
harass and oppress the people. 1 He commented that sheriffs, 
state senators and representatives, district attorneys, and 
many other good citizens whose records as lav-abiding people 
have never been questioned were under study , in the FBI probe 
and that such indiscriminate investigations must stop. 

The "Shreveport Journal," in its December 10, 1956, 
issue, carried an article on its front page captioned "State 
Attorney General Hits FBI Citizens Probe." According to the 
article j State Attorney General Jack P. F. Gremillion stated 
he was in accord with the recommendation for a thorough backing 
of the Congressional delegation and Southern governors to stop 
the FBI probe of citizens councils and their members. The 
article re veiled that fifty- three prominent Union Parish citizens 
had gone on record protesting interference, intimidation, and 
harassment of the citizens councils’ role in removing voters 
from registration rolls and had sent telegrams to United States 
Representative Otto E. Passman and United States Senators Allen J. 
Bllender and Russell B. Long regarding the FBI probe. 
Representative Passman was quoted as having stated the Justice 
Department’s investigation was just a part of the third 
Republican show and there was no moral justification for the 
probe. Senator Bllender was quoted as having said he would 
do all he could to intervene if there was an infringement of 
states 1 rights. He stated that qualification of voters is 
absolutely a matter for the state rather than the Federal 
Government. 

This same newspaper carried two editorials, the 
first captioned "FBI's Reputation at Stake," which read: "It 

is a shame that irresponsible leadership within the United States 
Department of Justice is degrading a fine law enforcement agency 
such as the Federal Bureau of Investigation by forcing its Agents 
to operate on the level of petty common snoopers. United States 
Attorney General Herbert Brownell and the mental midgets who 
surround him must take the full blame for bringing the G-men into 
disrepute. In their zeal to coddle the vote controlling leaders 
of the Rational Association for the Advancement of Colored People, 
Brownell and his assistants have caused the FBI to launch a sneak- 
prowl investigation of citizens councils throughout north 
Louisiana. In their anxiety to be tk y«s men’’ for integrationists 
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who hold high places in the Republican Administration which * 
appeared then to bach Brownell and his fellow legal beagles 
hays made the mistake of ordering the FBI to pry into the 
private lives of citizens whose characters are above reproach. 
Thus we have the silly spectacle which today has brought the 
Chorus of protest from legal experts throughout north Louisiana - 
the spectacle of willy-nilly sleuthing and spying by young 
hawkshaws who were still in rompers when the men they are 
investigating were building the churches, hospitals, schools and 
other fine institutions that made it possible for them to qualify 
for their jobs. The Justice Department 1 s unwarranted harassment 
of north Louisiana citizens can only be intended to intimidate 
them - to fill them with fear <•» to discourage them from legally 
resisting integration of the races. There is no local basis 
on whioh the Justice Department can excuse its invasion into 
the private lives of our people. J. Edgar Hoover has worked 
hard since 192*+- to build the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
into an organization which has the respect of all Americans, 
white or black, North or South. To his credit, it must be 
observed that the FBI f s present actions are so far out of 
keeping with its established procedures that no one familiar 
with the organization Will be inclined to hold him personally 
accountable and as for the FBI Agents themselves - they have 
shown by their actions - their courtesy and apologetic manner - 
that they have no stomachs for the miserable mission of 
snitching and informing to which they have been committed. 

Their orders come from higher up. The FBI still has the respeet 
of all Americana - the respect built up by Mr. Hoover during 
more than three decades of loyal, patriotic service in behalf 
of all citizens. But if the United States Justice Department 
continues to misuse the FBI, the American people will come to 
look upon it as a Hitlerian Gestapo and its Agents will be 
reduced to the stature of Keystone Kops*" 

The second editorial was captioned "Something Better 
to Do," which reads "If the FBI is investigating Louisiana

Section 3052 , Title 18, USC, sets forth authority for 
Bureau Agents to carry firearms , serve warrants and subpoenas , 
and make arrests . 

For your further information regarding our inquiries con- 
cerning citizens councils there is attached a copy of a memorandum 
dated 12/13/56 captioned " Citizens Councils , Internal Security - X n 
which sets forth the program and policies we have followed in con- 
nection with these organizations • 

We are affording Sheriff Flournoy a courteous reply and 
in view of the fact that our letter may be made public we are 
purposely avoiding going into details regarding our program and 
policies concerning citizens councils and are not explaining what 
we have done and why we did it* I read the proposed reply to 
i Sheriff Flournoy to SAC Chiles of the New Orleans Office • He 
thought it was appropriate and agreed that we should avoid going 
into a detailed expression of our policies and procedures since 
the more we write the more material there will be for critics 
to misinterpret or with which to take issue . 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

(1) Attached for your approval is an acknowledgment to 
Sheriff Flournoy's letter advising him that the Bureau is divorced 
in every way from politics , that our investigations are restricted 
to alleged violations of Federal law or security matters which 
have been assigned to us by the President • Further, when a 
question as to whether information developed by us requires 
investigation we present the facts to the Department of Justice 
for a decision as to what investigation is warranted • Also that 
a copy of Flournoy's letter has been made available to the 
Attorney General for his information «

Fallacies in the President’s Views 



President Eisenhower said in a press 
conference that non-lawyers like himself 
may have “very great trouble” understand- 
ing some of the recent Supreme Court de- 
cisions, but that “I still believe that the 
United States respects the. Supreme Court 
and looks to it as one of the great stabiliz- 
ing influences in this country . . 

Mr. Eisenhower also declared that the 
Civil Rights bill now pending in Congress 
is intended to “educate rather than to per- 
secute people” and that he regarded it as 
“a very moderate, decent thing.” He added 
that he thought it was only simple justice 
that a person could be punished without 
trial by jury for disobeying the orders of a 
federal court. 

These statements indicate that the 
President may have, of late, lost con- 
'^tt. ' with .he pecpie — with pubiic 
op ±;n and public reaction. 

There are other indications of this. 

It was brought out recently in Washing- 
ton that the President personally sees — as 
a rule — only three daily newspapers, two 
of them published in New York and one in 
Washington, AU three are of the extreme 
“liberal” type which repeatedly have taken 
sides against anti-Communists, particularly 
in congressional investigations, arid fre- 
quently stand up for organizations and indi- 
viduals who attack anti-Communists. All 
three are vigorously — at times unfairly- 
opposed to segregation. 

Two v of these three newspapers have 
been revealed — concededly and without de- 
nial — to have had former active Communists 
on their news staffs, and even in a policy- 
making position in at least one instance, with 
only the word of the former active Com- 
munists as to when they quit being “active” 
and became “former.” 

The President thus personally does 
not see with any regularity either news 
accounts or editorial opinion in any way 
representative of the whole nation and 
the whole people. 


The same thing seems true as to civil 
rights legislation. The President has set up 
Max Rabb as a sort of per sonal secretary of 
TaceTelationTTh the White House. Mr. 


Rabb is frotftf Connecticut. His vocational 
and political life has centered in New Eng- 
j land. He was, before taking his present 
1 race relations position in the White House 
— and still is — an ardent foe of segregation, 

, a vigorous supporter of integration, a firm 
believer in trial without jury in federal civil 
rights cases. 

Prominent Southern political and civic 
leaders, including members of Congress, 
have complained that it is impossible to get 
any information to the President in person 
; in support of segregation or other phases of 
j the general race situation stemming from 
j the Supreme Court anti-segregation decision, 
i They say that if they write to the President 
i the letters never get beyond Mr. Rabb. The 
'only replies received are fi >m Mr. Rabb. 

They must deal with the enemy” in 
their qu est for justi ce. 

; President Eisenhower lias been be- 
loved and respected by both foes and 
political friends as a man of the highest 
honor, character, personal integrity 
and determination to be fair to all. 
But he cannot be fair when he re- 
ceives information on only one side of 
an issue, and when an iron curtain is 
drawn between himself and the other 
side. 


The President also stated that he be- 
lieved integration is “primarily an educa- 
tional program which cannot be decided 
summarily by laws or (court) decisions.” At 
the same time he upheld the Supreme 
Court’s anti-segregation decision, particu- 
1 larly on the grounds that it was unanimous, 
i These two statements do not fully jibe. 

The Supreme Court has called for inte- - 
: gration by federal judicial edict regardless 
of state laws or dispute over meaning of 
parts of the federal Constitution. It has 
done this, somewhat admittedly, on soci- 
ological grounds rather than on statutory 
| or constitutional grounds. It has based its 
'sociological opinions in part on writings of 
| persons of known communistic or socialistic 
j advocacies or leanings. 

If integration had been attempted, 
under judicial edict or otherwise,

nation would not today be in its present

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dangerous and tragic racial mess. How 
can President Eisenhowfer contend that j 
integration should be achieved by an 
educational program and uphold the } 
Supreme Court decision which seeks to 
impose it through judicial tyranny? 

In his contention that the American 
people still hold the Supreme Court in high 
esteem and respect, the President seeming- 
ly has failed to grasp the difference between 
the Supreme Court system and the person - 1 
nel of the present Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court system t as part of a 
triple-headed government, perhaps cannot 
be improved upon if held within the intent 
of those creating it. The system was estab- 
lished in the expectation that all Presidents 

would be of the highest political as well as 
personal integrity and would select, for the 
Court, only persons of maximum judicial 
qualifications and of deep humility in recog- 
nition of their responsibility to preserve the 
federal government structure of which they 
themselves are such an integral part. 

It'also was established in the expecta- 
tion that the Senate diligently would exer- 
cise its constitutional responsibility to reject j 
as well as confirm presidential nominations 
to the Court. 

All Presidents have not been of the 
4 highest political integrity. In most 
instances, the "Senate has confirmed 
presidential nominations to the Su- 
preme Court as mere routine. The i 
Supreme Court system has been sabo- 
taged through politicalizing of appoint- 
ments to it, 

* * * 

When President Eisenhower says that 
the Supreme Court has been handing down 
decisions of late which “non-lawyers” like 
himself do not understand, he shows a lack 
of understanding of the whole situation. 
Many of the strongest attacks on ..the Su- 
preme Court as bypassing or rewriting the 
Constitution, as usurping the authority and 
responsibility of both the Executive and 1 
Legislative branches of the government, and . 
as legislating instead of adjudicating, have 
. come from lawyers and their organizations. 
The most recent — only a few days be- 
fore the President made these statements 
—came from the President of the National 
Association of State Attorney Generals who, 
at that organization’s convention, vigorously 
, denounced the Supreme Court. The two 
strongest Senate critics of the Supreme 
Court are men of recognized legal back- j 
ground — Senators Ervin of North Carolina 
and McClellan of Arkansas.' 

Senator Ervin stated a few days ago that 
he could not recall any decision of the 
Supreme Court, as constituted now or in 
recent years, against Communists or Com- 
munism. Senator McClellan said that "what 
the United S.tates-needs-mo«H ight novHs-a 
Supreme Court of lawyers with a reasonable 


amount of common sense." 

As a non-lawyer, the President 
would' do well to read and study and 
heed the criticism of the Supreme Court 
by some of the outstanding attorneys 
of the nation. 

_ * * * 

More than 40 years ago a learned 
scholar, the late Dean Walter Williams of 
the University of Missouri School of 
Journalism, made a statement to a class 
which seemed startling at that time but 
now is becoming somewhat self-evident. 
He said: * 

“In the final analysis the Supreme 
Court is, or can be, the government of 
the United States. Because there are 
no specific restraints upon it in the Con- 
stitution, it can establish a judicial 
tyranny or despotism if at any time its 
personnel is willing to assume this 
cloak.” 

With or without intent, various Supreme 
Court decisions of recent years cumula- 
tively are in the direction of judicial ty- 
ranny. 

Congress does have some power to 
remedy much of what so many people con- 
sider the evils of decisions of the present 
Supreme Court. 

It can mqve to , submit Court-curbing 
constitutional amendments to the people. 

It holds sole authority to determine, by 
legislation, procedures of all federal courts 
below the Supreme. 

* * * 

A majority of the present Supreme 
Court Justices — sometimes all nine — in re- 
cent decisions treat Communism as a de- 
batable and possibly acceptable political 
belief, perhaps even a religion in some 
senses, instead of as a world conspiracy to 
destroy freedom by violence, including 
. murder in individual or mass form. 

These Justices apparently hold to the 
threadbare fallacy dragged forth so often 
by pompous and pious dupes of Com- 
munism during the McCarthy hearings of 
the early 1950s — especially in the .ministry: 
“Better a thousand guilty Communists 
should go free than one innocent person | 
should suffer.” 

On the contrary, better a thousand 
innocents should suffer than 160 mil- 
lion Americans — and the free world 
itself — should be hogtied by judicial 
tyranny in efforts at physical self- 
preservation and at moral protection 
of their inherent liberties 

Humanity and civilization of today 
were built on the suffering of the innocent 
few that many might gain.

Notional Association of Attorneys 
General Condemn Decisions of 
Supreme Court 

Xhe President of the National Association of 
Attorneys General told the 51st annual con- 
ference of that group that decisions by the 
Supreme Court relating to the Smith Act “have 
set the United States back 25 years” in its ef- 
fort to control communism.

1 he Supreme Court,” said Attorney General 
Louis C. Wyman of New Hampshire, “has sanc- 
tioned protection of the dark comers of indiv- 
idual associations with persons disloyal to 
America and has made infinitely more diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, the taking of sworn tes- 
timony relating to subversive activities.” 

Attorney General Wyman referred particular- 
ly to the action of the Court in dismissing 
Smith (Act) violation charges against five de- 
fendants and ordered new trials for nine others 
convicted of plotting to teach and advocate 
violent overthrow of the government.

i\ majority of the Supreme Court- of -the Ura- 
ted States,” he said, “has held that at least as 
far as good moral character is concerned, mem- 
bership in the Communist party is apparently 
considered a mere matter of political associa- 
tion — privileged under the First Amend- 
ment ...

It is tragic to see such judicial undermining 
of national security »and federal-state rela- 
tions, as well as of the very foundation of a 
free America's right to protect itself.” 

Mr. Wyman recommended that the Associa- 
tion of Attorneys General take four steps “if 
the Supreme Court continues with the type o f 
decision that has been handed down of late,” 
and listed them as follows: 

1. Clarification of the 10th Amendment “to

2. Giving the state "a greater voice in con- 
firmation of appointments to the Supreme Court 
than now exists through the United States Senate.” 

3. Enactment of laws “designated to insulate 
against judicial legislation in derogation of state 
sovereignty/* 

4. Preparation of legislation “designed to un- 
do as great a portion of these recent decisions as Is 
possible short of constitutional amendments /*

When the NAACP went searching for a speaker 
for its annual convention (held in Detroit the 
last week in June) , it was natural that it would 
wind up using the services of Joseph L. Rauh, 
Jr., Chairman of the (un-) Americans for Dem- 
ocratic Action, 

J oseph L. Rauh, Jr., is the patron saint of 
communists who come before committees or 
courts for investigation or trial. He is the 
“mouth piece" for hundreds of known commun- 
ists in the United States. He is the haven to 
which they scamper when they get found 
out. So, the NAACP merely went to headquar- 
ters for its chief speaker for the Henry and Ed- 
sel Ford auditorium meeting on June 26. 

An AP report of Rauh’s talk is quoted below 
for the purpose of showing: 

1) What the plans and purposes of the com- 
munist-dominated NAACP are; and 

2) How emboldened the NAACP and the 

Communist Party have become, and the inso- 
lence with which they demand the support and 
protection of every echelon of the federal gov- 
ernment — Rauhls-taJk-follews, -impart, - - - .. _ 

“. . . the White House should (throw its weight 
behind the organization to halt “the current effort 
in many Southern states to put the NAACP out of 
businses. 

, . the attacks upon the NAACP are nothing 
less than a broadside assault upon the Constitution’ 
of the United States. 

Declaring the NAAGP’s ''legal fight must be 
supplemented by efforts in other areas,” Rauh pro- 
posed that President Eisenhower “use his great in- 
fluence to call for an end to the attacks upon the 
NAACP.” 

Rauh also proposed: 

“That the vice president of the United States 
address public meetings of the NAACP in the heart 
of the South and thus lend the weight of his office 
and the strength of the executive branch of the fed- 
eral government to the NAACtF in its resistance to 
these attacks. 

“That the attorney general bring a number of 
test suits to determine whether the efforts to outlaw 
the NAACP violate the federal civil rights laws, and 
if they do not, propose and support legislation 
strengthening these laws. 

“That all organizations believing in civil rights 
carry on an intensive educational campaign with 
their southern affiliates urging them to support the 
NAACP in its struggle for existence in the South.” 

Rauh called the attacks on the NAACP “the 
gravest single threat to civil liberties in America 
today.” 

The attacks, he said, were "in the form of shod- 
dy legal action by the Southern states. 

“The assaults upon the NAACP,” he said, “are 
simply one more counter-attack against the Supreme 
Court’s decisions prohibiting segregation in the public 
schools, on the buses and in other facilities; they are 
the rear guard action of men made reckless by the 
illegality and inhumanity of their own course.” 


MISCELLANEOUS BRIEFS 

Senator Allen Ellender’s weekly radio address, 
released June 22, has the* following comment 
regarding Senate action on the so-called civil 
rights bill:

Slim Suttle, in his weekly report, “Viewing the 
South from Washington," reports on June 8 
that two of the largest churches in Mississippi — 
the First Presbyterian, of Jackson, and the First 
Baptist Church, of Grenada — have withdrawn 
financial support from church organizations 
promoting “racial mixology.” The Elders of 
the Jackson Church called upon “all like- 
minded lovers of freedom and of truth in the 
church to join us in opposing and resisting, by 
all reasonable and proper means, the attempts 
to use courts of the church, as agencies for par- 
tisan propaganda, and thus to divert the church 
from its spiritual mission." 

* * * * 

Refugee Protestant leaders have testified be- 
fore the Senate Internal Security Committee 
that Communist “slave pastors” who spread 
Communist propaganda are being welcomed 
and honored in the United States and other free 
world countries. 

X hey singled out a Lutheran World Federation 
meeting to be held in Minneapolis in August as 
a gathering they said will be attended by Iron 
Curtain clergymen installed by the Communists 
in positions of power in the church. Archbishop 
Gustav Turs, of Latvia, charged as being a Com- 
munist tool, will attend the Minneapolis meet, 
it was said. 
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Baptists Propose End of 
Resistance to Integration 

Following the trend of all churches all over 
the world, the Southern Baptist Convention un- 
animously adopted a report by its Christian 
Life Commission recommending an end of re- 
sistance to integration of races and urging 
“protection for Negrops or any other individual 
or group who seeks to live in a chosen commun- 
ity as free citizens engaged in peaceful pursuits, 
according to their own conventions and con- 
science.” 

Xhe report was read to the 15,000 delegates 
present at the Convention by A. C. Miller, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the group. “The race prob- 
lem is basically a moral and religious prob- 
lem; not economic, political or cultural, but 
basically moral and religious. That means that 
we as Christians in our approach to it must in- 
voke the principals of our religious faith.” 

Xhe report demanded that all agencies of the 
government take action against those guilty of 
“violence and lawless” attacks upon Negroes, 

in contempt of -the law and the courts of justice. 

A plan was offered whereby the racial problem 
might be solved. The report’s plan read that 
“the road toward solution will be found when 
we find the reason why they (discriminatory 
practices) are enacted — and tackle those rea- 
sons.” 

In demanding an end to Jim CroW laws, dis- 
criminatory law enforcement and suppression of 
freedom of conscience and expression in religion, 
the report warned that unless such alleged 
practices are stopped, those who persist in such 
practice will soon “lose their own freedom.” 

X he Southern Baptists have admitted Negroes 
to its membership during recent years, but have 
not granted a vote to the Negro within its Con- 
vention. 

Xhe Councilor read more than a dozen ac- 
counts of the meeting of Southern Baptists in 
Chicago. 

IV owhere was there any record of any teaching, 
discussion or furtherance of any cause other 
than integration of the races and announce- 
ment of election of new officers for another 
year. Newspaper representatives and publicitv 
directors of the Convention apparently found 
nothing else on the agenda worth reporting. 


Council President Appeals To 
Membership to Aid Hurricane Victims 

In an appeal to the membership of the various 
local Citizens' Councils throughout Louisiana 
in behalf of recent hurricane victims, State As- 
sociation President W. M. Rainach wrote the 
Council presidents as follows: 

Dear Council President: 

Hundreds of our citizens have lost their lives 
and thousands of others have been made homeless 
and left without clothing or food, as a result of the 
recent hurricane. 

It has been suggested that our Citizens* Coun- 
cils should offer organized assistance to our fellow 
Louisianians. Can you recruit the leadership of 
your Council and organize them into units for the 
purpose of collecting whatever money, clothing and 
food your members may be able and willing to share 
to help relieve the physical suffering and hunger of 
these unfortunate victims? There is little we can 
do to relieve their anguish caused by the loss of loved 
ones, but the feeling of friendship generated by our 
contributions will go a long way toward making 
their burdens more bearable. 

I hope that your Council can respond imme- 
diately and generously. Forward your contributions 
to the Salvation Army, Lake Charles. 

I am sure you and the members of your Council 
will not lose this opportunity to put into practice 
one of the basic tenets upon which our organization 
is founded: Encouraging our people to remain self- 
reliant and to reduce to a minimum the outside as- 
sistance which must be sought in great measure if 
we fail our people in their task of rehabilitation.

Bishop Appoints Negro Pastor; 
White Congregation Resigns 

An International News Service report of June 
30, 1957, tells of the resignation of the all-white 
active membership of the Normandie Avenue 
Methodist Church of Los Angeles, because of 
the appointment, without consultation with the 
Board of Stewards, of a Negro pastor. 

X he account given by the INS follows: 

“The entire active membership of the Normandie 
Avenue Methodist Church resigned in a body over 
the appointment of a Negro pastor. 

“All of those who quit — 36 persons— were white. 
The church has no Negro members, but does have 
25 Negro children in its Sunday School classes. 

“The pastor, the Rev. Nelson B. Higgins, was 
appointed by Bishop H. Kennedy recently because 
the church is in a neighborhood that has changed 
from all white to 40 to 50 per cent Negro. 

“J. H. Seal, chairman of the board of trustees, 
in announcing the mass resignation, explained: 

“Although we might not have objected so 
strenuously to the bishop's appointment of a Negro 
pastor if he had consulted us beforehand, we would 
not have accepted the Rev. Higgins under any cir- 
cumstances. 

“We do not believe that it is good policy to mix 
races or to force one race upon another. Do not get 
the idea we are anti-Negro. We are not, but we had 
a white church and we wanted to keep it that way.” 
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The President Speaks — 

From Both Sides of His Mouth 

T he President of the United States invited the 
governors of this nation to “join the adminis- 
tration” in forming a “task force” to strengthen 
and preserve states’ rights. Yet, the same Pres- 
ident ignored completely the report of a similar 
“task force” which he appointed just after tak- 
ing office in 1953 — a report filled with sane, 
sound proposals for economy and less federal 
intervention into states’ rights. 

T he President put the blame on the governors 
for much of the loss of their states’ traditional 
responsibilities and rights. He accused them of 
allowing the federal government to syphon 
away state authority through “neglect, acqui- 
escence or unthinking cooperation.” And yet, the 
same President declared that his so-called civil 
rights force measure is “moderate and decent,” 
and demanded its passage. He ignores the 
strenuous battle against the bill which is being 
waged by state leadership in many areas in 
their honest effort to retain some degree of 
'TS5Ver5l'gnty i_ and ' personal -liberties -for— -their • 
people. 

T he President recommends that steps be taken 
to “avoid drifting irretrievably into the grasp 
of some form of centralized government.” Yet, 
the President of the United States condones 
decisions reached by the Supreme Court in the 
Jinks case, the Watkins case and the Black Mon- 
day school “law of the land,” all of which place 
more power in -the hands of the few people in 
Washington, who disregard their debt of alle- 
giance to the American tradition. 

Mr. Eisenhower recommends adjustments in 
federal and state taxes to enable the states to 
assume their proper role in the strengthening 
and preservation of states’ rights. At the same 
time, the President demands passage of his bill 
for federal aid to public schools, which would 
drain additional monetary and jurisdictional 
powers from the states. 

The President of the United States deplores 
the lassitude which necessitates the federal gov- 
ernment’s funneling of funds from the states to 
the federal agencies for re-funneling to the 
states. Yet, his budget — the largest peacetime 
budget ever presented to the Congress — calls 


for federal social welfare programs, federally 
financed public schools, and other federal doles 
exceeding the total national defense bill by a 
tremendous figure — the exact amount of which 
nobody knows. 

X he President pleads with business to increase 
wages only where discrimination might exist, 
and in amounts which will guarantee business 
ample profits for its proper expansion. He 
stresses the need for watching our economy on 
every front. 

T he same President allowed the purchase of 
two luxuriantly furnished and equipped helicop- 
ters for his personal use in flying to his farm, 
his golf courses, and/or anywhere else he feels 
like going for a “brief rest.” 

Yes, the President speaks from both sides of 
his mouth. He wants a task force, yet he ig- 
nored the one he had which advised him in no 
uncertain terms that there was not a state in 
the union which could not finance its own pub- 
lic school program. He wants economy re- 
stored to the states, yet he demands the greatest 
spending of any President before him. He 
want’s states’ rights to be preserved, yet he vig- 
orously supports the sociological mouthings of 
that newest” iaw-making body — the Supreme 
Court. 

X he President of the United States is supposed 
to be just that. But Mr. Eisenhower plays 
Santa Claus to the world; he supports his des- 
potic and power-greedy subordinates in their 
wild dashes toward one worldism; and he rides 
the tide of destruction of our states, so much so 
that he has almost completely reversed positions 
which he formerly held and which inspired con- 
fidence and respect from his voting public. 

X he President’s plea ' for states’ rights, were 
words to fill the time allotted him on the pro- 
gram of the Annual Governors Conference — 
and fooled no one.

Calls for White House Intervention 

Roy Wilkins, executive secretary of the NAACP 
told the annual convention in Detroit on June

convention of the organization, recalled the 
NAACP’s efforts to wipe out segregation in the 
armed forces during World War II. He said:

It was not a scholar like Woodrow Wilson 
who did this, nor an engineer like Herbert 
Hoover, nor even an inspired leader like Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt. It was a hard little man from 
Missouri who, when the picture was made clear 
to him, said to us and to the nation: "This is 
wrong and bad for America and we are going to 
change it . . . ' ”

Using Keys to District of Columbia 

It will be recalled that when the NAACP-Com- 
munist inspired Pilgrimage of Prayer was held 
in Washington, D. C., the City Commissioner, in 
formal ceremony, gave keys to the city to offi- 
cials of the group. 

It now appears they are using the keys — to 
open the police department to their control, and 
to oust the Chief of Police from his position. 

T he NAACP last week demanded the ouster of 
Police Chief Murray, accusing him of toleration 
of brutality, abuse of trial board precedure and 
personal race prejudice. 

X hey followed with a letter to the City Com- 
missioners, demanding a hearing of their 
charges, which reads in part as follows: 

“At the direction of our Executive Committee 
I transmit copies of a resolution adopted unanimous- 
ly by it at its meeting of June 13, 1957. . . We and 
the public feel that these charges should be heard 
in detail and in public by an impartial committee. 

“We request at this time that opportunity be 
given at an early date to submit substantiating evi- 
dence at a public hearing before a committee of dis- 
tinguished and impartial Washington citizens to be 
selected by you . 

“May we confer on the personnel of such a com- 
mittee and the procedures to be followed in making 
our presentation?” (Emphasis ours — The Editor) 

Note the NAACP states that “we and the 
public” feel. Does the NAACP now speak for 
the public? 

And it will be interesting to see whether the 
NAACP controls the appointments which may 
be made to a committee to hear its charges. 


THE NEGRO PRESS 

. . . Negroes have been praying for civil rights 
for a century and what legislation has been 
enacted has impliedly not been enforced. Gains 
in Negro citizenship status have been due to 
court action and gradual civilization of whites 
and Negroes, not to mass meetings, marches 
and pilgrimages.

Asa lawyer and one with some experience 
in entertaining our Governmental “Fs,” I have 
been requested to discuss briefly some of the 
ground rules (rules of common sense and Con- 
stitutional limitation still recognized by the 
Supreme Court) for these interviews. 


In the first place we should realize that 
most Federal Agents are decent fellows, doing 
a job which might be very unpleasant to them. 
This would indicate that they should be shown 
common courtesy and ordinary politeness. Be- 
yond this they are not entitled to anything. 


A citizen is not required to give informa- 
tion or answer questions from any investigating 
officer, whether F.B.I., Federal Marshal, or any 
other. The agent, if he is an experienced one, 
will advise you that you are not required to 
answer any questions and any answers which 
you might give should be freely and voluntarily 
given. 

T he second thing to remember is that, in 
■this fight, Federal investigators are never try- 
ling to help anyone interested in protecting 
Sand preserving our Southern way of life. Hence, 
any information which you give them will be 
used against you and your friends if it is possible 
to do so. 


The third important thing to remember is 
that in recent years the Federal Courts have 
greatly extended the crime of “conspiracy” so 
that ibis now easily possible to frame, a charge 
of conspiracy to violate a court order or in- 
junction on the flimsiest kind of circumstantial 
evidence. The interesting feature about this! 
/trend is that * “conspiracy” is the customary 1 
/ Weapon by which tyrants have intimidated their 
/-"opposition throughout Anglo-American history. 
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Bad officials are elected by good citizens who do not vote.

School. Answering the charge which has been 
made to the effect that he and other attorneys 
who went to Clinton had been highly paid for 
their services, Mr. Barnett denied the charge 
categorically, and added, “A lawyer’s voice ought 
not be for sale in a matter as important as seg- 
regation.” 

The speaker said all of the 14 southern govern- 
erns should have gone to Little Rock, Ark., and told 
Gov. Orval Faubus, “we are with you” in his fight 
to prevent integration* of Central High School. 

/‘If thatjiad been done/' BarnetL^ald, “I believe 
Ike Eisenhower 1 would never have haa tfle courage to 
call out the Army. We need to work on these South- 
ern Governors and we need to get them thinking 
right. There are too many of them trying to carry 
water on both shoulders. 

“Poor old Ike had no more authority to call out 
the Army than I have. Brownell < former Attorney 
General. Herbert Brownelh forgot to open his books 
ana scuaj. wnat ne needed was a good lawyer.” 

Barnett cited the section and article of the U. S. 
Constitution which says the President may call out 
the Army only upon direct appeal from a state leg- 
islature or by the governor of the state. 

He drew loud cheers from his audience when he 
quoted the law which fixes the fine and imprison- 
ment for one found guilty of wrongfully calling out 
the Army and stated he felt Congress should investi- 
gate the matter and pinpoint the guilt in the case of 
Little Rock. 

Referring to the Homer meeting, he said, “there 
is sometihing typically southern about a meeting of 
this kind. 

“Leaving aside your business, your school work, 
♦coming together in unity, co-operation, comradeship, 
renewing old acquaintances and discussing the No. 1 
problem affecting the American people should indeed 
be most helpful,” he said. 

“I see that you mean business here in Louisiana. 

If all the other areas in the United States had the 
same spirit manifested here tonight, there would be 
no integration and no inter- racial trouble in Amer- 
ica.” 

Referring to the Citizens' Councils, he said to 
his way of thinking the councils were offering a def- 
inite and specific contribution to the life, welfare, 
general progress of both the white and Negro races. 

F. C. Haley, Claiborne Parish superintendent of 
education, served as master of ceremonies. About 
150 school children participated in the program of 
entertainment which preceded the address. 

State Sen. W. M. Rainach. president of the Lou- 
isiana State Association of Citizens’ Councils, paid 
tribute to the school children who were present and 
who ^rt.jcinated in the program. In his remarks. 
Sen. Rainach said, “Claiborne Parish is known all 
over Louisiana as the ‘Heart of the Confederacy’. 

“I predict.” he continued, “that we shall be so 
known all over the South and not just in Louisiana.” 

Turning to next session of the Louisiana legisla- 


ture Sen. Rainach said, “Out of our organized 
strength we are now prepared to go into the Legisla- 
ture with a program designed to maintain separation 
of the races forever in our public schools, churches 
and elsewhere.' 

“Louisiana was the first state in the United 
States to strike back at the Black Monday decision of 
the Supreme Court on May 17, 1954. We struck back 
with legislation which has prevented to this day any 
integration in our public schools. We struck back 
again in 1956, but they have not seen anything un- 
til they see the 1958 legislature in action. 

“In this fight, up to now we have been fighting 
for time. We have been on the defensive. We now 
are ready to assume the offensive, and plan to come 
out with laws closing our schcools if they are occu- 
pied by federal forces. 

“We plan to re-open those schools under the 
police powers of our state. If that fails, we plan 
measures which will open them as private schools, 
and our plans include protective legislation for the 
teachers and others in our public education system. 

“All such measures are only temporary. We plan 
to go into other fields and provide additional weap- 
ons under which Louisiana would unite its strength 
with that of other southern states to form such po- 
litical power and strength that by 1960 or 1964 at 
the latest we shall know complete victory, 

“We have a lot of fine colored people in Clai- 
borne Parish, God bless them. We know and they 
know that our separate institutions and separate 
schools are better for them and better for us. We 
stand united in Louisiana. They will never integrate 
our public schools. And when I say never, I mean 
never, never, never.”

Incorporation for the Educational Fund of the 
Citizens' Councils of Louisiana, Inc,, and have dis- 
cussed with you at some length the purposes for 
which this organization was formed in addition to 
the expected plan of detail operation and nature of 
expenditures. 

In view of the fact that this Educational Fund 
has been organized and established as a non profit 
organization; and its purpose is to disseminate infor- 
mation to the public at large and in particular those 
who may request it, and that such information is to 
be of a factual nature, it is my opinion that such an 
. organization will qualify as one exempt from income 
' tax under Section 501 (c) (3) of the 1954 Internal 
Revenue Code. It is also my opinion that so long as 
the organization operates along these lines any con- 
tributions, as such, by individuals will be deductible 
under the appropriate circumstances and provisions 
in their individual income tax returns. 

There are a number of other agencies which 
have been organized along these lines that are ex- 
empt from income taxes in addition to having con- 
tributions made to it which are deductible by the 
individuals. Among those I have in mind are the 
N.A.A.C.P., and the Ford Foundation.

A December ruling of the Supreme Court 
struck down a Los Angeles ordinance requiring 
convicted felons to register with city police. 

T he Los Angeles lawyer who won the decision 
from the Supreme Court is a Negro. 

The Court nurtures the sociological and psy- 
chological theory that laws are unconstitutional 
if their enforcement gives the “victim” of such 
laws a sense of inferiority. 

X he ttegro who won the case is named Samuel 
C. McMorris. A Negro newspaper, the Los An- 
geles Tribune, reports that McMorris has other 
hobbies than the “rights” of convicted felons. 

McMorris “got off on his favorite subject, the 
legalization of prostitution, gambling, bookmak- 
ing and narcotics,” and is quoted in the Tribune 
as saying, “I, for one, advocate legalization of 
many now prohibited activities so that the par- 
ticipants can be openly controlled and taxed.” 

1 1 McMorris. ar gue s the case for prostitution,, 
gambling, bookmaking and narcotics before the 
Supreme Court, will he meet with success? 
Laws which would punish perpetrators of sue 11 
crimes would surely result in a sense of inferi- 
ority on the part of the individuals involved.

The Negro Press Faces Reality 

X he Negro newspaper, The Pittsburgh Courier, 
in its lead editorial of January 11, expresses 
frustration and defeat concerning the strong 
stand taken by the South on the race-mixing 
question. The editorial follows, in full: 

HARDENING OPPOSITION 

All the whistling in the dark of civil rights 
champions cannot alter the fact that the opposition 
to integration and desegregation hardened during the 
past year and is continuing to harden, with very few 
significant gains being made, 

A scattered few communities have integrated 
some schools partially or completely, while others 
have accepted a token few Negro students in order 
to say that the law was being obeyed; but so far as 
the overwhelming majority of Southern white and 
colored public school pupils are concerned, there has 
been no change. 

There is, moreover, no indication of any great 
change during this Congressional election year, and 
the Department of Justice announces that it will not 
press for new civil rights legislation, even though the 
present Civil Rights Law is almost toothless. 

In the South, a technique of legal opposition 
has been developed progressively ever since it was 
shocked into stunned silence after the 1954 Supreme 
Court desegregation decision, and that technique is 
being perfected daily, with elected public officials 
taking the lead in working out strategy and tactics 
for flouting the law. 

At the time of the ‘Tight” over the Civil Rights 
Law and the final “victory,” we dubbed this “con- 
test” a sham battl e for the mutual b enefit of the two 

of change without the substance. 

Subsequent events have supported this analysis, 
with Federal courts granting more and more time for 
compliance with the law, politicians shying away 
from the civil rights hot potato and extra-legal 
groups emboldened by the lack of any Federal pun- 
itive policy. 

This is the challenge which American Negroes 
face in 1958, and they had better be busying them- 
selves in planning means to combat it. 

Luckily, they are not alone in wanting to see 
America live up to its professions, for their allies 
are numerous; but our main dependence should be 
the NAACP, which we should give at least two mil- 
lion dollars to carry on the fight in 1958.

On National Council of Churches Thanks School Children 


T he News '& Courier, published in Charleston, 
South Carolina, has issued a series of editorials 
concerning the National Council of Churches. 
The following was published on January 5 and 
warns Protestants against permitting the Coun- 
cil to pose as the spokesman for their churches. 
The editorial follows: 

U. S. PROTESTANTS SHOULD NOT PERMIT 
COUNCIL TO POSE AS SPOKESMAN 

From the collection plates of Protestant churches 
all' over the land come funds for the National Coun- 
cil of Churches. What are U. S. Protestants buying 
with their money? One thing they are buying is a 
reputation for subsidizing activities of clergymen 
who are "soft” on communism. 

The tendency of delegates of top-level church 
conventions to elect to high positions men who echo 
the party line is not new. As long ago as 1944, Bish- 
4 op Garfield Bromley Oxnam was elected head of the 
Federal Council of Churches — later renamed the 
National Council. Bishop Oxnam is a crusader for 
“a new social order” and “one world.” His profes- 
sions have been given extensive and favorable cov- 
erage by organs such as The Daily Worker. 

Bishop Oxnam testified before a Congressional 
committee regarding his ties with red front organi- 
zations. He did not refute the charges. He ex- 
cuscd- himseifU-by^ pleading that he had Signed peti- - 
tions without reading them and joined organizations 
without realizing what he was getting into. He 
served two years as' head, of the Federal 1 Council of 
Churches. 

Bishop Oxnam’s elevation and re-elevation was 
not an incidental lapse of judgment on the part of 
-Protestant clergymen-delegates. 

As if to confirm a partiality 'for leaders of pink 
stripe, the delegates a month ago voted for another 
president cast in the Oxnam pattern. . He is the 
Rev. Edwin T. Dahlberg, a Baptist minister. He has 
a long record of affiliation with communists and 
fellow travelers. 

Mr. Dahlberg's inaugural address amounted to a 
demand for the United States to throw away weapons 
it needs to defend itself and resort to appeasement 
for protection. His speech, as one reporter puts it, 
“was an overture to surrender in the guise of 
Christian teaching." 

The National Council of Churches started out as 
a gathering of several hundred clergymen who got 
together to do a little talking and come up with a 
few pronouncements they hoped would suit the peo- 
ple of the churches back home. Recently, however, 
the delegates have fallen into the habit of referring 
to themselves as “representatives" and “spokesmen” 
for Protestant churchmen. 

For how many independent American Protest- 
ants does Bishop Oxnam speak? For how many 
Protestants does the Rev. Mr. Dahlberg speak? Not 
many, we would say, judging from the tenor of the 
letters and verbal comments we have received re- 
cently on the subject. 

Men like Bishop Oxrram and the Rev. Mr. Dahl- 
berg will keep on posing as spokesmen for American 
Protestants as long as they are permitted to do so. 

It is time that Protestants made clear to the world 
that they owe no allegiance to the National Council 
of Churches. — (News & Courier 1/15/58) .

WASHINGTON, May 20.— Secret testimony re- 
leased Saturday disclosed that FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover has warned Congress of a major step- 
up of communist espionage in the United States. 

The FBI chief's warning, presented to a House 
Appropriations Subcommittee March 6, included 
statements and information which was not released 
to the press. In the released portions, Mr. Hoover 
said: 

“The Soviet intelligence services have reorgan- 
ized, multiplied their contacts with the American 
people, and become aggressively bolder in spear- 
heading their espionage offensive against the United 
States. 

“The intelligence organizations of the satellite 
countries, carefully co-ordinated under Soviet 
leadership and control, have gained increasingly in 
experience and ability. ” 

And the veteran FBI chief said the Communist 
Party, U. S. A., “provides the Kremlin with a vital 
listening post as well as an instrument on which the 
communist tunes may be played So? all those who 
are gullible enough to listen .... 

Accent On Yonth 

“The Communist Party, U. S. A., during the past 
year has stepped up its activities among the youth 
of our nation. In addition to their youth work, the 
communists devoted considerable effort toward in- 
filtration of our industries and unions, in improving 
their agitation and propaganda machinery, in ex- 
ploiting the prevailing international political climate 
in an effort to make Soviet policies more acceptably 
to American public opinion, and in rebuilding their 
influence among all segments of society.” 

Mr. Hoover said communists in this country are 
continuing to exploit this nation’s racial difficulties. 
“The sit-in demonstrations in the South were a 
made-to-order issue which the party fully exploited 
to further its own ends, ’ ’ he said. 

“The Communist Party strategy was not to 
openly advocate picketing, inasmuch as this would 
tend to expose its members, but rather to get be- 
hind the movement by urging college students to 
take the initiative.” 

He noted that Negro Benjamin Davis, the party’s 
national secretary, has called the sit-in demonstra- 
tions "the next best thing to proletarian revolution.” 

Heartened . , . Encouraged 

“Heartened by an atmosphere of continuing public 
complacency, and encouraged by its success in in- 
voking every legal technicality to thwart the in- 


terests of justice, the Communist Party is today a 
unified, ambitious, and destructive instru&ont of 
subversion operating within our midst,” Mr. Hoover 
said. “It has shown a bressn defiaae© and disrespect 
for America’s laws, governmental institutions and 
traditions.”

He cited the riotous demonstrations against the 
House Un-American Activities Committee in San 
Francisco a year ago, which he said was "the result 
of minute and skillful planning, direction and ex- 
ploitation by a handful of dedicated, fanatical, hard- 
core members of the Communist Party, C. ©. A. . . . 

“The communists, foreign agents and potential 
saboteurs operate behind a masquerade of stealth 
and deception,” Mr. Hoover continued. “They are 
all-out masters in the art of tactical infiltration, a 
fact which has been clearly demonstrated by our 
investigative experience. 

“Some 200 known, or suspected communist front 
and communist-infiltrated organisations are now 
under investigation by the FBI. Many of .these 
fronts are national in scope with chapters in various 
cities throughout the United States. They represent 
transmission belts through which the Communist 
Party furthers its conspiratorial designs. 

Every Sphere 

“They have infiltrated every conceivable sphere 
of activity; youth groups; radio, television, and 



motion picture industries ; church, school, educa- 
tional and cultural groups; the press; nationality 
minority groups and civil and politics! unite. 

“Some celebrated, self-styled pacifists and some 
men of wealth and prominence have sometimes 
been unwitting— but sometimes knowing' — political 
shills and stoogeB of deceitful communist manipula- 
tors ... 

“The current, widespread ramifications of the 
Soviet bloc espionage networks which today extend 
throughout the entire United States, have indicated 
a realistic need for a further tightening of our 
security on the homefront. While the communists 
speak of peace, their intelligence setup is the most 
extensive in world history 

“In June, 1960, our State Department estimated 
that Russian and Chinese Communist bloc countries 
have some 300,000 trained spies serving throughout 
the world. 

“The personnel assigned to Soviet bloc official 
establishments in the United States has steadily 
risen over the years. Consequently, there has been 
a corresponding strengthening of foreign-directed 
intelligence activities, since many of these officials 
are in reality trained espionage and intelligence 
agents.’

A HERITAGE TO DEFEND 

In this fact rests an important in- 
sight into the Philadelphia case. Most 
of the defendants are Scots-Irish, and 
are descended from families which 
came to the American colonies in the 
160CTs and early 1700's. Their great- 
great-grandfathers carved out farms 
along the Pearl River and the Yocka- 
nookany while Katzenbach's and 
Schwerner's people were still in the 
“Old Country.” 

After the Civil War., their grandfa- 
thers banded together in the Ku Klux 
Klan to protect their families from 
Bavarian exploitation and unholy at- 
tack upon the womenfolk by near- 
savage Negro males. 

They were nurtured on stories at 
their Grandpap’s knee about how he 
and Uncle Walter helped the Klan 
"chase out the invaders and whip, the 
darkies who insulted Aunt Katie.", 

If they joined a Klan .group in the 
1960's as their forebe-ars had in .the; 
1860’s, it was probably ' because ‘they 
thought they could again defend their 
womenfolk arid their firesides frorn^ 
the invaders. Their idea of the Klan 
was based upon the ’rich lore of old ( 
and not upon, the defiling -newspaper ' 
arid magazine stories printed for pub- 
lic consumption by the New' Con- 
querors. . ' - 1 

OPINION DIVIDED 

Opinion in these hills is divided. 
Some think the Civil Rights workers 
were killed by Communists who sent 
them to Mississippi to create a “cause 
celebre ” They point to many sympa- 
thy killings, including that of John 
Kennedy to support their thesis. 

Others wonder if the 18 didn't ac- 
tually take part — not as murderers but 
as men who wanted to defend their 
families while they can still strike a 
blow. Further questioning of those 
who hold this viewpoint reveals that 
it is their own sentiment about "in- 
vaders" and not based upon any direct 
knowledge of the case, - - 
Uncle Joe Moore put the case this - 
a-way: 

"Lots of these boys were soldiers in' 
World War II ana Korea. You send 
them across the waters to pull Joe 
Stalin's and Abe - Goldberg's chestnuts 
out of the fire, and get them maimed 
and killed and they don't even; know ' 
what they are fighting for. Then, next 
thing, Joe Goldberg comes down here 
and starts stirring up trouble between 
the whites and darkies. This time they 
got chestnuts o' their own to get out of 
the fire, but they don't have a govern- 
ment uniform to wear: * 

■. "You know who owns the govern- 
ment uniforms. Our boys just wear 
them long enough to fight and die for 
other people but they ain't supposed to 
lift a ringer to defend their own wives 
and little children." 

AGREED 

"How come these people come to 
America from Russia if they want to 
change it when they get off the boat?”

Khazar store- 
keepers were among the worst hurt in the 
intramural riot in Watts. 

Much of the unrest in the NAACP and 
other civil rights groups come from a 
power struggle between white leaders who 
control the purse-strings, and the high- 
ly publicized negro "personality boys” 
who are, in effect, errand runners.

Lincoln believed--as did many 
slaveowners--that slavery was an 
evil institution.

If slaveowners in the South didn’t 
like slavery, then why didn’t they 
free their slaves? 

There were three basic reasons 
that foes of slavery in the South 
did not quickly turn loose their

(1) Most of them were en- 
gaged in planting- -even the law- 
yers, doctor’s, publishers, mini- 
sters and judges usually had plan- 
tations to operate. There was 
no farm machinery as we know it 
today. Cotton was the big ex- 
port crop. No one had dreamed 
of a mechanical cotton-picker, or 
even the idea of importing rebus 
monkeys and teaching them topick

cotton. If a .planter intended to 
remain in business, he had to 
have slaves in order to compete 
with his neighbors. 

(2) Freed negroes had no one 
to care for them. There were 
no whites to take over the re- 
sponsibility cf providing medical 
care, clothing or to look out for 
their other needs, 

(3) The Southern white man— 
rightly or wrongly- -believed that 
the nation could not enjoy peace 
and tranquility if blacks were freed 
and given the full rights of citi- 
zenship, because of their very 


different cultural heritage, in- 
herited traits, and simple child- 
like attitudes toward work, plan- 
ning and; ambition, -Lincoln shared 
these views, * 

Lincoln had served in Congress 
with Alexander H. Stephens of 
Georgia, He wrote Stephens two 
days AFTER South Carolina se- 
ceded from the Union: 

"Do the people of the South real- 
ly entertain fears that a Republi- 
can administration would, directly 
or indirectly, interfere with their 
slaves, or with them about their 
slaves? If they do, I wish to 
assure you, as once a friend, and 
still, I hope, not an enemy, that 
there is no cause for such fears," 
(Lincoln was not yet President 
when this letter was written,) 

On March 4, 1861, just after 
taking the oath of office, he re- 
newed this pledge.' He stated: 

"I declare that I have no in- 
tention, directly or indirectly, to 
interfere with slavery inthestates 
where it exists,” 

The Civil *Var was fought for 
other reasons, not to free the 
slaves. The Rothschilds in Europe 
planned the war to divide America 
and installed their agents of pro- 
vocation in both North and South, 
Gullible people on both sides of 
the Mason Dixon line did the fight- 
ing, bleeding, dying and tax -paying. 
Great grandchildren of these same 
Rothschilds are still active in 
world political conniving more than 
a century later. 

In 1862, after more than a year 
of war, Republican senators urged 
Lincoln to free the slaves. He 
answered* 

•’Gentlemen, I can’t do it. . . . 
But I’ll tell you what I can do* 
1 can resign in favor of Mr. 
Hamlin. Perhaps Mr, Hamlin 


could do it," 

That’s the record, Abe Lincoln 
believed slavery was wrong and he 
opposed plans to permit it in 
new states, but he saw more dan- 
ger in America in freeing the 
slaves than in keeping them in 
bondage. 

He repeatedly attempted to send 
freed negroes back to Africa, but 
was consistently sabotaged by the 
■New York Times and others in 
this noble resolve. 

Southern leaders shared -Lin- 
coln’s view tliat slavery was.had 
for America. * Robert E, Lee, 
commanding general of the Con- 
federacy, said that slavery was 
"a moral and political evil." i- 

Historlcally great slave-owners 
of the South went on record oppos- 
ing slavery, and many of them cried 
out for repatriation of the blacks 
to prevent future upheavals and un- 
rest in the young country. Among 
these men were Washington, Jef- 
ferson, Madison, Monroe, Wythe, 
Richard Henry Lee, Patrick Hen- 
ry, J ohn Randolph, and George Ma- 
son, 

SELF-RIGHTOUS? 

The Abolition Movement— a sin- 
ister force as evil as slavery it- 
self— had its strongest base in 
Massachusetts, Yet, most of the 
slaves of the South were in A- 
merica as a result of business 
deals between Massachusetts ship 
owners, bankers, and the khazar

.iii Huge headlines, the March 28, 1971 issue of 
The National Tattler proclaims: "Suppressed Book- 
Links Marilyn Mon roe With Jack and Bobby Kennedy," 
and "School Children Given Drugs Without Consent."

Jensen concludes that the whop- 
ping I.Q. gap (15 points) between 
whire children and black children 
must be genetic and that it is 
not just a matter of degree but 
also shows an inherited difference 
in type of intelligence and learn- 
ing ability, 

“Compensatory education has 
been tried and it apparently has 
failed," Dr. Jensen said. Those 
who blueprinted the compensatory 
education experiments with huge 
outpourings of American tax dol- 
lars simply refused to consider 
the inherited difference in types 
of intelligences And learning abili- 
ty.

Manpower Shuffling Suggests 
That New War is Being Planned 


WASHINGTON— strangb newde- 
velopments irj the apportioning of 
military manpower suggests the 
.possibility that persons in posi- 
tions of power foresee a need 
for more soldiers in 1972, 1973, 
or 1974 than in 1971* 

There is speculation that per- 
sons in power are willing to ac- 
cept defeat in Vietnam --and even 
want defeat at that place- -but they 
want plenty of American boys ready 
to be used in the Middle East. 

Congressman John Rarick re- 
cently ci rcul ated s this self-ex- 
planatory newsletter to his Lou- 
isiana constituents: 


October 1, 1971 

“Congressmen frequently re- 
ceive letters from ex-servicemen 
among their constituency express- 
ing a desire to volunteer to re- 
turn to active, duty. After tak- 
ing the necessary action to help 
these men, the Congressmen are 
often advised by the military that 
the requests of the volunteering 
veterans have been rejected. 

'’To force out servicemen al- 
ready on active duty, the Army has 
instructed recruiters to stop en- 
listing prior service personnel for 
at least three months. Because 
of military cuts and to avoid having 
to force out career soldiers who 


want to sta> in the Army, the* 
Recruiting Command has been di- 
rected to shoot for a . zero ob- 
jective through December in re-, 
cruiting prior service personnel. 

“Even while the Army policy 
is to turn away veterans warnings 
to re-enlist, tne Congress extend- 
ed the military draft insisting that, 
the draft is necessary to aVoid 
a manpower crisis. 

•‘The policy . of the A rmy. toi re- 
ject volunteer veterans is also at 
odds jwith the plan to end re- 
liance on the draft by striving 
for an all- volunteer army by mid-

get down, they're still shooting.* ’*
